Budget Requests Are Studied 
-Lit.tle Rock, May,-28 — (/P)—•„ The 
Arkansas Legislative 
Council to- 


day begins study of budget -re- 
quests for the 1949-51 biennium to- 
taling some $49,000,000 more than 
estimated anticipated revenues for 
that period. 


At the council's request all de- 
partments except the University of 
Arkansas submitted budgets for the 
two years beginning July 1, 1949. 
' The state comptroller's office as- 
sembled the requests and 
found 


they totaled $185,617,201 for the two 
years. • " 


The office also'estimated reve- 
nues for the same two years at 
$130,000,000, basing its calculations 
on present income; less deduction 
of the $4,000,000 annual ad valorem 
tax revenue which Governor Laney 
has proposed abolishing. 


The university said it was unable 


to estimate its budget needs before 
July 1, but for estimating purposes 
!he comptroller's office fixed 
the 


institution's tentative budget at $3,- 
000,000 annually or a biennial total 
of $6,000,000. The university's pres- 
ent budget is $2,585,000 annually.

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO- 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment 
to the 


Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors of the Slate lot- ap- 


I proval or rejection at the next gen- 


eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, ii a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at'such an 
election, adopt such 
amendment, 
the same shall become a part of 
:he constitution of the State of Ar- 
icansas, to-wit: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No. 11 


r.o the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax of one dollar, 
to bo assessed on every male in- 
habitant of this Stale over the age 
cf;twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vole of the qualified electors 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance ol schools, the 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
folio wing manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 


school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty 
(GO) days in advance, of the 


annual school election a proposed 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary to provide for the foregoing 
purposes, together with a rate of 
tax levy sufficient to provide tho 
funds therefor, including the rate 
under any continuing levy for tho 
retirement ot indebtedness. 
If a 


majority ol the Qualified voters in 
said sehool district voting in Ihe an- 
nual school election shall approve 
the rate pi tax so promised by the 
Boa'-cl of Directors, then the tax 
at the rale so approved shall he 
collected as provided by law. 
In 


the even! a majority of said ciuali- 
iied electors voting in said annual 
school election shall disapprove the 
proposed rate of tax. then tho tax 
shall be collected at the rate ap- 
proved in the hi ft proceeding an- 
nual school election. 


Provided, that no such tax shall 


be appropriated for any other pur- 
pose nor to any other district than 
i.'nat for which it is levied.
